They 
have no t yet been o fficially pub­ 
lished. 
The so urces added the So viets 
also appeared to o bject to the 
Western pro po sal that the Berlin- 
co nference be held in the fo rmer 
Allied Co ntro l Autho rity building, 
in the American secto r o f the di­ 
vided city. 
It was repo rted the Russians pro ­ 
po sed instead that the fo ur high 
co mmissio ners in Germany co nfer 
in advance o n an alternative site. 
The So viets, ho wever, are still 
willing to meet in Berlin, which 
was o riginally their suggestio n. 
They had previo usly agreed to the 
idea o f a fo ur-po wer co nference but 
did no t specify a date. 
The So viet no te, co ming o nly to ­ 
day, gives the West sho rt no tice 
fcr altering the Jan. 4 plan. 
In their last no te, the Western 
po wers suggested that the ques­ 
tio ns o f Germany and Austria be 
discussed at the parley but let the 
way o pen fo r the So viet to bring 
up any o ther questio ns.

The Russians want a big five 
meeting with Red China taking 
part. 
Western spo kesmen have made 
it clear publicly they wo uld like 
to limit the pro po sed co nference 
to co nsideratio n o f the lo ng-delayed 
German and Austrian treaty settle­ 
ments. 
Allied so urces have stressed that 
the West has no intentio n o f chang­ 
ing its kno wn po sitio n o f the cen­ 
tral issue o f German reunifica­ 
tio n: That free natio nwide electio ns 
must co me befo re fo rmatio n o f an 
all-German go vern m e n t.

Ho wever, co nditio ns pertaining to 
the SPA, like all o ther g o v ernment 
o peratio n« : 
are rather uncertain. 
Appro priatio ns fo r the maintain» 
ance and o peratio n o f these g o v ern­ 
ment po wer pro jects have been cut 
back severely and the 
v icio us un­ 
derco ver and no t so under-co v er 
campaigns being co nducted by pri­ 
vate po wer interests threaten their 
existence. Recurring vo tes in Co n­ 
gress have indicated 
clearly , ex ­ 
perts say, that the battle is a co n­ 
sistent o ne and that the priv ate 
po wer interests are wag ing an all- 
o u fight to destro y the public- 
o wned pro jects. 
In discussing the additio n o f SPA 
po wer, E. P. Co leman, chairman 
o f the Bo ard o f Public Wo rks, o f 
Sikesto n, says, “ The SPA has been 
severely restricted in its o peratio n 
o f serving the v ario us smaller 
municipalities 
with 
their 
o w n 
plants and the SPA because die 
last sessio n o f Co ng ress cut their 
appro priatio n to almo st no thing . 
“The po wer interests are o ut te 
severely hamper, if no t destro y S 
PA and o ther pro jects similar te 
the TVA as by do ing so they wo uld 
get to furnish this po wer at theqr 
o wn price and ev entually destro y 
all co mpetitio n. 
A lo t will be heard abo ut this 
situatio n when Co ng ress co nv enes 
next mo nth. 
“ We had ho ped,” Co leman said, 
“ that SPA wo uld so lv e o ur po wer 
pro blems but if it is hamestrung 
and destro yed 
I, perso nally , do n’t 
kno w what the future wo uld ho ld. 
Ho wever we are finally co nnected 
ant that is a start, at least.” 
What wo uld happen if SPA sho uld 
be eliminated is, acco rding to po w­ 
er engineers and ex perts, quite o b­ 
v io us. The po wer interests wo uld 
do o ne o f two thing s to cities simi­ 
lar to Sikesto n. 
1. The additio nal po wer needed 
fo r an by the ex pansio n o f the cit­ 
ies wo uld be so ld at a much hig her 
rate than o btainable fro m SPA o r 
2. The smaller municipal cities, 
if they o bjected to the ex ho rbitant 
tax fo r po wer, wo uld be fo rced to 
expand their o wn plants at a co r­ 
respo ndingly hig h co st to the tax 
pay ers. 
With the SPA po wer co ming into 
the city the city ’s o wn plant is 
reliev ed o f furnishing it and can 
be kept ready to meet an emerg ­ 
ency o r to pro v ice 
additio nal po w­ 
er if needed.

Big Four Meet 


For Jan. 4 


Informed Sources 
Say Russia Proposes 
Jan. 25 or Lafcr 


MOSCOW I Pi-Inform ed Western 
sources reported today the Soviet 
Union has rejected the proposed 
Jan. 4 d ate for a meeting of the 
Big f o u r foreign m inisters in B er­ 
lin and proposed instead Jan. 25 or 
later. 
W estern diplom atic sources said 
the Soviets stated there w ere “ ad­ 
m in istrativ e 
difficulties” 
in 
the 
w ay of the Jan. 4 date proposed 
by the West on Dee. 8. 
Notes Delivered 
The Soviet counterproposal was 
given in notes delivered to the U. 
S., British and F rench am b assa­ 
dors in Moscow at noon. The notes 
were reported 
very brief 
They 
have not yet been officially pub­ 
lished. 
The sources added the Soviets 
also 
appeared 
to object 
to 
the 
Western proposal that the Berlin- 
conference be held in the form er 
Allied Control Authority building, 
in the A m erican sector of the di­ 
vided city. 
It was reported the Russians pro­ 
posed instead that the four high 
com m issioners in G erm any confer 
in advance on an alternative site 
The Soviets, however, are still 
willing to m eet in Berlin, which 
was 
originally 
their 
suggestion. 
They had previously agreed to the 
idea of a four-power conference but 
did not specify a date. 
The Soviet note, coming only to­ 
day, gives the West short notice 
for altering the Jan. 4 plan. 
In their last note, the W estern 
powers suggested that the ques­ 
tions of G erm any and Austria be 
discussed at the parley but let the 
way open for the Soviet to bring 
up any other questions.

Allied sources have stressed that 
the West has no intention of chang­ 
ing its known position of the cen­ 
tral issue of G erm an reunifica­ 
tion: That free nationwide elections 
m ust com<> before form ation of an 
all-Germ an govern m e n t .
